No. 1 P /(A-CS(A ). — The rules for a competitive examina- 
tion to be held by the Union Public Service Commission in 
August, 1965, for 'he purpose of filling temporary vacancies 
in the following Sei vices/posts are published for general infor- 
mation : — 

(i) Central Secretariat Clerical Service — Lower Division 
Grade; 

(ii) Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service— Grade 
IT;

(iii) Indian Foreign Service (B) — Grade VI; 

(iv) Posts of Lower Division Clerk in the office of the 
Elec. ion Commission; 


I v ) Posts of Lower Division Clerk in certain Departments 
and Attached Offices of the Government of India 
not participating in the Central Secretariat Clerical 
Service/I.F.S. (B)/Railway Board Secretariat Clert- 




2 The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix I 
to the Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examination 
will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 
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(viii) Up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda, and the United Republic of Tanzania (for- 
merly Tanganyika and Zanzibar), 


3. A candidate must be either — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

lb) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
the fst January, 1962, with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India; or 

(f) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan with the intention of permanently settling 
in India; 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c), (d), 

(e) and (f) above shall be a person in whose favour 
a certificate of eligibility has been granted by the 
Government of India, and if he belongs to category 

(f) the certificate of eligibility will be valid only for 
a period of one year from the date of his appoint- 
ment beyond which such a candidate will be retained 
in service subject to his having acquired Indian 
citizenship; 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in 
the case of candidates belonging to any one of the following 
categories : — - 

(i) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan before 
the nineteenth day of July, 1948, and have ordina- 
rily been residing in India since then. 

(li) Persons who migrated to India from Phkistan on 
or after the nineteenth day of July. 1948 and have 
got themselves registered as citizens of India under 
Article 6 of the Constitution. 

(iii) Non-citizens in category (f) above who entered ser- 
vice under the Government of India before the com- 
mencement of the Constitution, viz,, 26th January, 
1930, and who have continued in such service since 
then. Any such person who re-entered or may re- 
enter such service with break after the 26lh January, 
1950 will, however, require certificate of eligibility m 
the usual way. 

Provided further that candidates belonging to categories 

(c), (d) and (e) above will not be eligible for 
appointment to the Indian Foreign Service (B) — 
Grade VT. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is neces- 
sary may be admitted to the examination and he may also 
provisionally be appointed subject to the necessary certificate 
being granted in his favour by the Government. 

4. No candidate who does not belong to a Scheduled Caste 
or a Scheduled Tribe or is not a resident of the Union Terri- 
tory of Pondicherry or is not a resident of the Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands or is not a resident of the Union Territory of 
Goa, Daman and Diu or is not a repatriate from Ceylon or is 
not a migrant from Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic 
of Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar), shall be 
permitted to compete more than two times at the examination, 
but this restriction is effective from the examination held in 
1961, 

Note 1 — For the purpose of this rule, a candidate shall be 
deemed to have competed at the examination once for all the 
Services/posts covered by the examination, if he competes for 
any one or more of the Services/posts, 

NoTf. 2 — A candidate shall be deemed to have competed 
at the examination if he actually appears in any one or more 
subjects. 

5. (a) A candidate for this examination must have attained 
the age of 18 years and must not have attained the age of 21 
years as on 1st January, 1965. i.e. he must been born not 
earlier than 2nd January. 1944 and not later than 1st January, 
1947. 

(b) The upper age limit prescribed above is relaxable : — 

(i) Up to maximum of five years if a candidate belongs 
to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 

(ii) Up to a maximum of five years if a candidate is a 
resident of the Union Territory of Pondicherry and 
has been receiving education through the medium or 
French; 

(hi) Up to maximum of four years if a candidate is a 
resident of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands; 

(iv) Up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
an Indian citizen and is a repatriate from Ceylon; 

(v) Up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
resident of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman and 
Diu, 

(vi) Up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bona fide displaced person from East Pakistan and 
has migrated to India on or after 1st January, 1964; 

(vii) Up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and 
is also a bona fide displaced person from East Paki- 
stan and has migrated to India on or after 1st Janu- 
ary, 1964; and 


(c) The upper age limit will also be relaxed up to 35 years 
in respect of persons who are employed as clerks in the Sub- 
ordinate offices and non-participating Attached Offices of the 
Government of India (including such offices under the Elec- 
tion Commission, Commissioner for Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes, Commissioner for Linguistic Minorities, etc.) 
and have rendered not less than three years continuous service 
as clerks on the 1st January, 1965 and continue to be so 
employed. 

(d) Tn the case of lower Division Clerks in the Armed 
Forces Headquaiters and Inter-Service Organisations, who 
were recruited in 1963-64 through the Employment Exchanges 
and who continue to he so employed, the upper age limit 
proscribed at the time of their recruitment will be relaxable 
by two years, 

Note I, — This relaxation is admissible for the examination 
to be held in 1965 only, and will not be extended for sub- 
sequent examinations. 

Note II.- The restriction legarding the number of attempts, 
vide Rule 4, will not be applicable to the candidates applying 
under the age relaxation p.ovidcd in Rule 5(d) above. 

Note 111. — The candidature of a person, who is admitted 
to the examination under the age concession mentioned in 
Rule 5(c) and 5(d) above, is liable to be cancelled, if, after 
submitting his application, he resigns from Service or his 
services are terminated by his Department, either before or 
after taking the examination, He will however, continue to be 
eligible if he is retrenched from the Service or post after 
submitting his application. 

(e) The. upper age limit will also be relaxable up to 45 
veai s in respect of Ex-Service Clerks and Service Clerks during 
the last year of their Colour Service. 

Note : — Candidates admitted to the Examination under the 
age concession provided in Rule 5(d) and 5(e) above, will 
he eligible to compete for vacancies in the Armed Forces 
Headquarters and Inter-Service Organizations only. 

Save a\ provided above, the age limits prescribed can in no 
rase he relaxed. 

6. Candidates must have passed one of the following exa- 
minations ot possess one of the following certificates ; — 

(a) Matriculation Examination of any University incor- 
porated by an Act of the Central or State Legislatuic 
in Tndia or an examination recognised by such a Uni- 
versity as equivalent to its Matriculation Examination; 

(b) an examination held by a State Education Board at 
the end of the Secondary School Course for the 
award of a School Leaving, Secondary School, High 
School or any other Certificate which is accepted by 
the Government of that State as equivalent to Matri- 
culation Certificate for entry into services; 

tc) Cambridge School Certificate Examination (Senior 
Cambridge); 

(d) European High School Examination held by the State 
Governments; 

(e) Tenth Class Certificate from the Technical Highei 
Secondary School of the Delhi Polytechnic; 

(l) Tenth Class Certificate from a recognised Higher 
Secondary School or from a recognised School pre- 
paring students for the Indian School Certificate 
Examination; 

(g) Junior examination ol the Jamia Millia Jslamia, Delhi 
in the case of bona bile resident students of the Jamiu 
only; 

(h) Bengal (Science) School Certificate; 

(i) Final School Standard Examination of the National 
Council of Education, Tadavpur, West Bengal (Since 
inception); 

(j) Vidhyadhikari diploma of Gurukul Vishwavidayalaya, 
Kangri, Hardwar; 

(k) Adhikari Diploma of Gurukul Vishwavidyalava, 
Brindaban; 

(l) 'Vinit’ examination of the Gujarat Vidyapiih, 
Ahmedabad; 

(m) ihe following French Examinations of Pondicherry;

(l) School Leaving Certificate Examination of the Gov- 
ernment ot Nepal; 

(u) Anglo- Vernacular School Leaving Certificate 
(Burma); 

(v) Burma High School final Examination Certificate; 

(w) Anglo-Vernacular High School Examination of the 
Education Department, Burma (Pre-War); 

(x) Post-War School leaving Certificate of Burma; 

(y) any other examination which may be recognised by 
the Union Public Service Commission as equivalent 
to the above. 

Noit. — Candidates who have appeared at an examination 
the passing of which would lender them eligible to appear at 
this examination but have not been informed of the result 
may apply fot admission to this examination. Candidates who 
intend to appear at such a qualifying examination may also 
apply provided the qualifying examination is completed before 
the commencement of this examination. Such candidates will 
be admitted to the examination, if otherwise eligible, but the 
admission would be deemed to be provisional and subject to 
cancellation if they do not produce proof of having passed the 
examination, as soon as possible and in any case not later 
lhan two months after the commencement of this examination. 

7. (a) No male candidate who has more than one wife liv-

Non 2— The form and manner of communication of the re- 
sults of the examination to individual candidates 
shall decided by the Commission in then discretion. 

17. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment. unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate is suitable in 
all tcspects for appointment to the Serviee/post. 

18. All appointments on the results of this exammation 
shall he subject to the condition that unless a candidate has 
already passed one of the periodical typewriting testb in Eng- 
lish or Hindi held by the Union Public Service Commission, 
he shall pass such a test at a minimum speed of 30 words per 
minute within a period of one year from the date of appoint- 
ment, failing which his appointment will be liable to be ter- 
minated.

No. 7 -PG( 15)/64,— The Government of India have received 
the Administration Report of the Port of Mormumo for the 
year 1962-63 The note-Worthy features of the Report are 
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reviewed below ; — 

( 1 ) Financial Position .- —The total revenue of the Port of 
Mormugao during the year under review was .Rs. 125.74 laths 
(including receipts from Pilotage) as against Rs. 153.56 lakhs 
during 1961-62. The decrease in the revenue was due to 
fall in the exports of iron ore, and import of general cargo 
and in the total ronnage of rail borne ore 

The expenditure during 1962-63 was Rs. 64.27 lakhs as com- 
pared to Rs. 81.88 lakhs during the previous year. The 
expenditure of Rs. 81,88 lakhs in 1961-62 included a contri- 
bution of about Rs. 24 lakhs to a fund created by the former 
Portuguese Government for Development Works. During the 
year 1961-62 and 1962-63, the working of the port led to 
surpluses of Rs 71.68 lakhs and Rs. 61.47 lakhs respectively. 

The expenditure stated above does not include the payment 
of interest on capital and loans, and transfers to Reserve Funds. 
A contribution of Rs. 71.68 lakhs was made to Revenue 
Reserve Funds constituted in 1962-63, 

(2) Traffic .— The total tonnage of cargo handled ut the 
Mormugao Harbour during the year under review was 
53,87.669 as against 64,09,924 tons during the previous year. 
The break-up of the traffic figures is as under : — 

1961-62 1962-63 

Imports 1,62,473 1,12,077 

Exports 62,47,45 1 62,69,592 

The fall in the imports was due to the fact that no coal 
was imported during the period under review. There has also 
been a gradual reduction of imports from abroad as the require- 
ments of Goa are now met from the rest of the country. The 
decline in the export of ore as compared with that of the 
previous year was mainly due to the general slump in the 
World ore market. 

(3) Trade at Ue.iul — The total exports of ore from Betul 
during the year 1962-63 were 1,46,660 tons as against 52,251 
tons in 1961-62. 

(4) Shipping .— 622 vessels with a gross tonnage of 45,72,007 
entered the harbour during the year 1962-63 as against 677 
vessels with a gross tonnage of 48,33,294 during the year 
1961-62. 

(5) Capital Works. —During 1962-63 an expenditure of 
Rs. 15-70 lakhs was incurred on Capital Account as compared 
to Rs. 5-70 lakhs during 1961-62. The following are the works

(6) Port Railway • With the restoration of the rail link 
with the rest of the country, there was considerable increase in 
the number of passengers, parcels and goods traffic on the sec- 
tion of the railway managed by the port Administration, The 
number of passengers travelling b> rail further increased when 
the system of regulating entry into Goa by permits was disconti- 
nued,

No. 17-EG(53 )/64. — The Government of India have receiv- 
ed the Administration Report of the Vishakhapatnam Port for 
the year 1963-64. The following are the noteworthy features 
in the Report 

1. FINANCIAL RESULTS. 

(a) Part Fund .—* The revenue receipts ot the port (exclud- 
ing the Pilotage Account and Special receipts) during the 


year were Rs, 216.96 lakhs as compared with Rs. 184.68 lakhs 
during the year 1962-63. The increase in income was mainly 
due to increase in shipments of iron ore, manganese ore, etc., 
and also due to more import of machinery parts, iron and 
steel and heavy materials. 

The expenditure (excluding special expenditme and expendi- 
ture charged to the Pilotage Account) during the year under 
review was Rs. 143.33 lakhs as against Rs. 175,20 lakhs in 
1962-63. The larger expenditure last year was mainly due to 
the payment of arrears as a result of the introduction of the 
revised (Second Pay Commission) scales of pay and expendi- 
ture on special repairs to S.D. '‘Visakha” during the last year. 

(b) Pilotage Account — -The gross income-and expenditure 
under the Pilotage Account during 1963-64 were Rs. 3.09 
lakhs and 2.09 lakhs, respectively, resulting in a surplus of 
Rs. 1.00 lakhs during the year 

(c) Reserve hauls. — The position with regard to the balan- 
ces in ihe various funds at the end of the year was satisfactory. 

2. TRAFFIC. 

(a) Trade. — The total dead weight tonnage of imports, 
which passed through the Port during the year 1963-64, was 
18.49 lakhs tonnes as against 17.18 lakhs tonnes in the previous 
vear, registering an increase of 1.31 lakhs tonnes. The increase 
was mainly due to increase in the import of chemicals other 
than medicines (Ammonium Sulphate, Sulphur, etc,), food- 
grains, metals and ores, petroleum products and other imports 

The exports during the year 1963-64 amounted to 16.72 
lakhs tonnes ax against 15,05 lakhs tonnes in the previous 
year, registering an increase of 1.67 lakhs tonnes. Manganese 
and iron ores, jute manufactures, railway materials and sugar 
were the chief commodities the export of which increased 
during the year. 

S. S. ' AUDREY J. LUCUEN BACH'’ discharged 5,822 ton- 
nes of Ammonium phosphate in bags on 11-12-63 working at 
0—2 berth. The previous recorded figure for bag cargo was 
3,381 tonnes on 28-1-1962. 

(b) Shipping. — Tile number of foreign-going vessels, which 

entered the port during 1963-64, was 206 with a total tonnage 
of 793,839. The corresponding figures for the previous year 
were 393 and 1,819.529. 472 coastal vessels with a total 

tonnage of 2,259,052 visited the port during the year under 
review as against 208 with a total tonnage of 7,41,647 during 
1962-63. 

The S. S. “LIEJORD” of length 560' (O.A.), with a gross 
registered tonnage of 12,369, was the longest vessel and the 
M. V, “SYSLA” with draft forward 31' — 5" and Aft. 31' — 
4", length 557' (O.A,) and G.R.T. 12,628 was the deepest 
vessel which entered the port during the year 1963-64. 

3. LABOUR. 

Relations with labour continued to be satisfactory during the 
year 1963-64. 

4 CAPITAL WORKS. 

Capital works of an aggregate value of Rs, 237.07 lakhs 
were carried out during the year 1963-64 bringing the total 
Capital Outlay on the port during the post war years to about 
Rs. 856 lakhs. The most important items covered by the 
Capital programme of the port during 1963-64 were :■ — 

(l ) the construction of four additional berths with pro- 
vision for mechanisation of ore-handling facilities at 
the two ore berths, 

(ii ) lengthening and deepening of the dry dock, and 

(iii) long term repairs to break-water. 

Works on these items made substantial progress during the 
year. 

5 AMENITIES TO STAFF. 

The Port Trust Board's welfare measures covered a vast 
variety of activities, such as sports, cultural programmes, can- 
teens and rest rooms, clubs, general medical attention, etc. As 
usual, grants from the staff welfare Fund were given to needy 
employees, dubs etc. 

6. MISCELLANEOUS. 

A Port Trust Board was constituted lor the port under the 
Major Port Trust Act. 1963, with effect from the 29th Febru- 
ary, 1964. The first meet ini* of the Board was held on the 
18th March, 1964. 

7. ACKNOWLEDGEMENT. 

The Port Administi ution performed another year of useful 
work and Government view with appreciation the work done 
by the Administration during the year.
